Cramp, printed by the Board of Agricaitare, it 
was stated, and the proof given, that his single 
cow gavs him, clear profit, for several sucees- 
sive years, more than fifty pounds sterling « 
year, or upwards of two hundred and twenty 
dollars. This was clear profit; reckoning the 
food and labor, and taking credit for the calf, 
the batter, and for the skim milk at « penny a 
quart only. Mr. Cramp’s was « Sussex cow 
Mine were of the Alderney breed, little, small- 
boned things; bat two of my cows, fed apes 

of an acre of grass ground, ip 
the middle of my shrabbery, and fastened to 
pins in the ground, which were shifted twice « 
day, made three beadred pounds of butter from 
the 28th of March to the 27th of Jane.” —Cer 
Boston Cultwwater. 


Fanuc o Bio Srvte.—Mr. Mechi, of Tip- 
tree Hall, England, the same gentleman on 
whose farm McCormick's Reaper accomplished 
ite great triumph, goes inte farming in a style 
altogether surprising to us bere. in a letter to 
the London Times, be says : 

“It may be interesting to some of ‘your 
agricalteral readers to know thet my irrigation 
by eubterranesa iron pipes with hose and jet, 
worked by steam power,’ is completed on 170 
seres. It is not necessary here to enter into 
details; suffice it to say that the cost, indepen- 
dent of steam engine, is £2 lbs., ($14 1%) per 
acre, added, a4 it were, to the fee simple of the 
estate. The working cost of tonveyiug and ap- 


plying te each acre 15 tons of liquid manure, or 
water, equivalent to a heavy raia of five hours’ 
duration, is about 1s. 64. per acre. The liquid 


is distributed through « fan like gutts percha 
spreader, issuing as 8 broad, thin, glassy sheet, 
and descending in heavy drops like a thander 
shower. I may be thought rather speculative 
whee I suticipste that withie « century from 
tata period, the sewerage from our cities and 
towns will follow our lives of railway in gigantic 
arterial tubes, trom which divergiag veins will 
convey to the eager and distant farmer the very 
essence of the meat and bread whieh he produ 
ced at so much ecst. We shall thes no longer 
commit the folly of wavting our own manures, 
to replace them, at an enormous cost, by taper. 
tations of bird's dung from the Pacifie.”’ 

Here we have an instance of a farmer expend- 
ing more than $14 on every acre for one single 
improvement.
